The first degree of the trial against 
Andrea, Goofy and Tommy accused of 
having set fire to a fascist lair in the 
province of Parma in April 2014 ended 
on January 29,2016. 

The charge of manufacture of a weapon 
of war was dropped while the charges 
of arson, carrying offensive objects and 
trespassing led to a sentence of 1 year 
and 10 months (compared to 6 years 
requested by the prosecutor). In 
addition compensation of 78,000 euro, 
of which 30 000 for “moral damage”, will 
be assessed in civil courts.

On February 6th, anarchist comrade 
Panagiotis Aspiotis is transferred from 
Navplio prisons allegedly to Koridallos 
prisons. In reality they transferred him to 
the isolation section of the metagogon 
(transfer detention cells bulding). A bit 
later it became known that the comrade, 
while having his arms tied up behind his 
back, got attacked by the cowardly 
hooded thugs of the anti-terrorist force 
who seriously injured him during but also 
after the reason for their visit which was 
no more than to extract a DNA sample. 
Later the comrade was transferred to the 
hospital for exams. 

The whole story of the comrades’ transfer 
was a well-staged trap by the mechanisms 
of the police and the ministry of justice, 
who for a while now were looking for a 
way to extract a dna sample from him. We 
would like to remind that the comrade did 
not give a dna sample when he was first 
arrested since there was a pause in police 
brutality and violent extraction, with the 
clarification in the law that the sample 
must be extracted “without violating the 
dignity of the accused” and “with the 
presence of an expert who the accused 
designates”. This clarification was made 
after the hunger strike of the political 
prisoners (2/3/15-18/4/15) as a middle 
ground solution to the demand to forbid 
the violent extraction of dna samples, one 
of the many demands that were won, each 
on a different level. This legal glitch was 
violated during later arrests through the 
intervention of the special prosecutors 
and interrogators and the special 
authority the exclusion legislations 
(187A) give them. It is also important to 
remind that the prosecutor in Grevena had 
demanded the extraction of dna samples 
by the hospital of that city while the 
comrade was held in prison there.Then 


comrades were informed in time in order 
for them to intervene to a possible 
torturing that would take place in the 
hospital. Solidarians but also medical 
staff were on standby but the transfer did 
not take place after the comrade refused. 
Thus after a few months the state, with 
secretary general of the ministry of justice 
Eftihis Fitrakis and special interrogator 
Eftihis Nikopoulos as the frontmen, 
delegates the job to the anti-terrorist force 
by setting up the suitable trap for the 
torturing to extract a dna sample from the 
comrade. 

The state once more violates its own laws 
with unprecedented ease. 

None of us has the illusion that laws can 
function as guarantees of freedom no 
matter how progressive they are, since 
they are still laws of the state, rules for 
the functioning of a structure that is 
naturally oppressive therefore hostile. 
Especially when their function limits the 
oppressive ease, they are placed in the 
“to-be-modified list” or are bypassed from 
the windows or are systemically violated. 
In this case there is a small obstacle that 
limits one of the main weapons of 
oppression that is the arbitrary use of dna 
as incriminating evidence, which was 
violated blatantly and with excess 
violence. 

In the hunger strike we had also defined 
the limitation of use of dna as a target, 
exactly because we know what an 
important piece of false-evidence it 
consists in the way its used. Its only use 
is to hold comrades in prison as long as 
possible. From the first moment of that 
struggle it became evident that no 
conquest will be a given and the only 
way to maintain our ground is continuous 
revolutionary anti-state and anti-capitalist 
battle. This is confirmed once more today. 
Someone accused irrelevantly if they are 
an anarchist or not has every reason to 
refuse the extraction of dna. The labs of 
EL. AS (greek police) are kitchens for 
cooking up cases and false-scientific 
proof of evidence. We have seen this in 
all trials, where without evidence only 
with a dna type that resembles that of the 
accused, the indictment is evidenced. 
Cops, whether they wear a white apron or 
a hood are the same protection dogs of 
the industrialists, shipowners, channel 
owners and politicians. They are all 


accomplices in every torturing of a 
person. 

The scumbags of the antiterrorist force 
and the police are worthy descendants of 
Mallios and Babalis* in the times of a left 
coalition government. We wish them that 
their career ends in the same glory. 

Those of us who fight have 
acknowledged that the state continues 
regardless if it’s managed by the right or 
the left. Those who are in positions of 
authority must in turn acknowledge that 
the war from those below also continues 
and is consistent. 

The neoliberal leadership of Syriza 
completes the social looting the previous 
governments left half completed. They 
pass in the social insurance law which will 
finish off, among other things, the small 
producers and redistribute the pie for the 
benefit of thefarming-industrial capital. 
They reinforce the banks with cash from 
the support packages and tie the 
economy even tighter on them with most 
recent indicative adjustment the mand¬ 
atory use of plastic money inaugurating a 
society of absolute control. They de¬ 
crease the labour costs in any way 
possible trying as they say to create an 
environment friendly towards invest¬ 
ments, that is to say slave workers, 
landless farmers, favela neighbourhoods. 
In the field of foreign policy the state 
remains a member of NATO, the relations 
with the apartheid state of Israel and the 
junta of Egypt are strengthened and they 
take on the role of the mercenary border- 
guard of the E.U. New immigrant 
concentration camps are opened to 
manage the flow the E.U. itself created to 
a great degree. In the frames of domestic 
oppression let’s not forget the invasion of 
the riot cops in the occupied deanery 
building in Athens and the arrest of the 
fighters who stood in the way of the 
extermination of the imprisoned hunger 
strikers. With a left government for the 
first time an ambush and torturing by the 
police is set-up against a comrade who is 
already a prisoner. The EKAM (greek 
special forces) enter and exit the prisons 
again and the prisoners are transferred 
and held in the metagogon in disgusting 
conditions. 

The left management can allegedly do all 
that could not be carried out by the 
governments of classic social-democracy 
and the right wing because of social 
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reactions. This is their use, which 
however is deteriorating very fast. 
Through delegation and within the 
system there is no future. The solution for 
the problems caused by capitalism can 
only come from revolutionary subversion 
and horizontal social organization. The 
destruction of the state mechanism, the 
expropriation of the wealth of the state, 
church and bosses and its self¬ 
management. Only in this way will there 
be an end of the looting of nature, our 
lives and the lives of our children. 

The incident of torture of our imprisoned 
comrade is one more attack against those 
who do not bow the head and as such it 
deserves similar responses in the frames 
of the multiform struggle against the state 
and bosses.

“Individualists Tending Toward the Wild” 
(ITS) claims responsibility forthe 
following: 

January 28th, 2016 
-A timer-activated explosive device 
against the “National Water Commission” 
(Conagua) located on Avenida 
Insurgentes Sur, Delegacion Tlalpan, 
Mexico City. 

This device led to police mobilization. 
-Homemade explosive detonated at the 
“Secretariat of Agriculture, Livestock, 
Rural Development, Fishing, and 
Nutrition” (Sagarpa) on Avenida 
Presidente Juarez de Tlalnepantla de Baz, 
Mexico State. 

The explosive was left in front of the 
Secretariat in the city center of 
Tlalnepantla, around 9 o’clock in the 
evening. The device exploded success¬ 
fully leaving two people wounded. The 
blast and shrapnel damaged several 
nearby cars and generated substantial 
police and military mobilization. 

February 3rd, 2016 

-We detonated an explosive package in 
front of the conglomerate of the 
apartments known as “Tec Siuts” where 
students of the Tec of Monterrey inhabit, 
located on the highway Lago de 
Guadalupe in Atizapan, Mexico State. 

-Ahomemade explosive device was 
detonated at one of the entrances of the 
Tec of Monterrey in similar manner on the 
Lago de Guadalupe highway in the same 
municipality. 

With these two acts we remind those 
associated with that academic institution 
that we continue the War against all who 
promote and develop Scientific and 
Technological Progress, and who hide 


behind the walls of that abhorrent 
university (as well as others). 

February 8th, 2016 
-A fuze-activated package-bomb 
composed of dynamite was abandoned at 
the central offices of the Sagarpa in the 
Tabachines neighborhood in the 
municipality of Zapopan, Jalisco. The 
package was destined for the head of that 
federal institution. 

-Another fuze-activated package bomb 
composed this time of a hard cardboard 
tube filled with gunpowder was 
abandoned at the “National Science and 
Technology Council” (Conacyt), destined 
for the head of that institution, in the 
Vallarta San Jorge neighborhood in 
Guadalajara, Jalisco. 

Even though both explosives did not 
reach their respective targets (according 
to the press), and failed to wound or kill 
them, they caused great police and 
military mobilization in both muni¬ 
cipalities. The press stated the following 
concerning this matter: “a police 
explosives specialist commented that 
even if the devices did not contain a large 
amount of explosives, they could have 
caused fatal harm to those who were 
within a close radius of their explosion.” 
Let it be known that ITS is also in Jalisco. 
This was only a test, and we continue to 
be committed to terrorizing, wounding, 
mutilating, and even killing those cynical 
people who, while hiding behind an 
institution that claims to be “concerned” 
about nature, are nevertheless directly 
responsible for its devastation and 
domestication. 

This isn’t over. The War continues!

Pont-Saint-Esprit (Gard): 
Fire in the EMI

A fire occurred yesterday at around 13 
hours, in an annex building of the medical- 
educational Institute Barandonne in Pont- 
Saint-Esprit. About twenty firefighters led 
by Lt. Martin were on hand to contain the 
fire. The intervention required the 
mobilisation of two pump tonne vans, a 
vehicle with a nacelle and an ambulance 
dispatched from Barjac (07). The fire 
started in a room on the first floor, in the 
southern part of the building. Arson or 
accident? For the moment there are no 
particular leads. The military from the 
gendarmerie one of whom a technician in 
criminal identification, were also on hand 
to make the initial findings. A team of 
GRDF [gas company] was also the scene 
of the fire prevention. 

The building is a former mansion 
acquired by the General Council of Gard. 
Since 1973, it has been a medical- 
educational institute for Wards of public 
education. Premises used for 
accommodation were then created in the 
park attached to the residence. The 
building affected by the fire serves as an 
annex and the floor where the fire broke 
out as a storage place for residents’ 
material. Catherine Charavel, director of 
the centre, explained yesterday that the 
fire broke out during the lunch break. The 
building was unoccupied. There was 
therefore no evacuation, nor injuries.

Distances separate us, feeling unite us ... 

Freedom for the imprisoned anarchists! 
[And for all! French translator] 

About the “maximun respect modules” in 
force in Spanish prisons 

The means of control inside and outside 
the prisons are becoming ever more subtle 
and effective. Why install video 
surveillance cameras, why hire more 
prison screws and cops, if so many do the 
job for free? Enjoying a strong sense of 
citizenship, they are there to maintain the 
existing order, they are everywhere: the 
possible informer might be your 
neighbour or someone in the next cell. 

One of the means of control in jails, 
respect modules (m-R), were launched as 
an experiment in Leon prison, then spread 
to the vast majority of Spanish prisons. 
The basic idea of these modules is that 
the prisoners participate in the 
management and maintenance of the 
place, activities, etc. themselves, to create 
a feeling of independence and of 
belonging to the space. Ideally, it aims to 
ensure that all detainees generate 
dynamics and forms of coercion against 
themselves and others. Apart from 
rewarding good behaviour prison screws 
are not supposed to intervene in this 
arrangement except in extreme or 
exceptional cases. 

The former director of the Prison 
Administration, Mercedes Gallizo, alluded 
to such modules as follows: “The mere 
fact of reaching a life in common, 
standardised with basic rules accepted by 
all, is a fundamental change for many 
people. This helps them lose their fear of 
prison and their fellow prisoners. This is a 
first step to reducing their hostility 
towards fear [and by the way towards the 
Institution], transforming this fear, this 
lack of confidence and aggressiveness, 
into normality and cooperation.” 

The exercise of authority is therefore 
supported in the first place by the 
prisoners themselves, in “mutual 
agreement” concerning the bases to 
standardize and cooperate on. It is the 


Franctaco Solar 
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prison institution itself that fixes and 
stimulates the creation of roles and 
behaviours with subtle methods and / or 
on the basis of blackmail. 

That many are afraid on entering prison 
cannot be denied, but the m-R benefit 
from this and feed off it. For example it is 
implicit that if you don’t respect the 
standards of m-R we’ll put you in a normal 
module, and that can sometimes be a very 
effective threat. 

These modules have different types of 
stimuli and / or rewards, ranging from 
favourable reports up to extra visiting 
hours (intimate or family), with on the 
other end of the scales more ways to 
punish non-compliance with norms. 
Entering this type of module is supposed 
to be done on a voluntary basis. When 
you arrive, you pledge by signing a kind 
of contract stipulating in particular that 
you will adopt good behaviour, that you 
will respect the rules and that you will 
solve problems through the pre- 
established channels. So any day in an m- 
R starts with a meeting headed by a 
member of the technical team (educator, 
social worker and psychologist). All 
prisoners must attend, and sometimes a 
prison screw participates. The meeting 
serves to solve everyday problems, this is 
the perfect time for assessment and the 
technical team delivers a pathetic 
discourse on social rehabilitation. 

Some of the unit’s tasks are programmed 
activities or cleaning. The first are 
managed by prisoners who oblige you to 
attend, for the second (cleaning) 
prisoners are divided into small groups 


led by an accredited-prisoner, and it is this 
referent that directs the work done and in 
some cases acts as spokesperson. 

Another important cog in the operation of 
such modules, is the prisoner mediators 
who must intervene in conflicts or fights 
between inmates to resolve them or, if 
they don’t succeed, alert the prison 
screws. 

As you would expect, these practices 
result in loss of the ability to solve 
problems yourself. In jail, you have a 
mediator or a screw, just as in the streets 
there are cops and judges.

We learn from the media of the regime that 
a parcel bomb was found in front of the 
Banca Etruria subsidiary on the morning

The bomb was blown up by the 
carabinieri bomb squad of Perugia after a 
client of the bank reported it at around 
09:30. Inside the package - placed on the 
pavement outside the entrance - were a 
few cans containing nails connected to a 
battery with electrical cables and some 
fertilizer.

In January we sent out a call-out for 
songs for two benefit compilations, we 
welcomed all genres of music and the 
response was so great, with artists happy 
to donate their music to help social justice 
groups.

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A man dead in Colnbrook migration prison. How they 
killed him in 3 weeks. - london -uk

Yesterday (Wednesday 17 February) in 
the early morning a man named Amir died 
in his cell in Colnbrook detention centre, 
one of the UK’s migration prisons near 
Heathrow Airport, managed by 
outsourcing corporation Mitie. 

It took him three weeks to get like this 
while he was here, and he died. 

That guy he came about three weeks ago. 
He came and they put him straight in the 
health care centre. Room three. Since 
when he came the officers watch him for 
24 hours a day, maybe because he said he 
was going to kill himself. When someone 
says they are going to kill himself they are 
watched the whole day, everywhere they 
g°- 

For the first week, week and a half he was 
fine. Then he was sleeping and snoring 
too much. He slept long hours. I believe 
the medication they gave him was not the 
right medication. Yesterday about 6:30 in 
the afternoon he came in from the yard, 
for the fresh air, with three officers and he 
was vomiting. The officer said he was an 
idiot. He was not an idiot, he was sick. 
Either from the medication or food 
poisoning. The officer said the nurse 
knows better. But the nurse didn’t know 
better. 

The officer she denied him everything, all 
night. He died in her name and on her 
neck. I promise in the name of Allah he 
died in the hands of that woman. Mr 
****** ^ied because she refused to call 
the nurse again. The nurse only came 
twice. When she came out she said ‘don’t 
call me again’. The officers complied with 
that. 

In the medical centre there is a room for 
each person. He was in number three. The 
nurse and doctor here are denying 
everything. There was an officer watching 
him 24 hours. The doctor came for five 
minutes. ‘Hello, hello, hello’ to everyone 
and then he leave. At 6 o’clock Mr 
****** bad some medication. Went out 
into the yard and then he was vomiting. I 
believe that medication make him sick. He 
came back in and his snoring wasn’t right 
after that. I said to them to check him 
because he wasn’t sounding right and I 


something. I was told to look after myself 
and not worry about anyone else. 

About 1 o’clock in the night I heard him 
screaming because he couldn’t breath. 

She said to him - the officer told him to 
stop panicking and go to sleep. How can 
he sleep when he is coughing and 
vomiting and he can’t breath? 

They say he killed himself. That is not 
right. I’ll tell you how. He had nothing in 
his room. He wasn’t allowed to move from 
his bed, get some water or go to the toilet 
without someone watching him. He had 
no razor. If he wanted to shave they give 
him an electric razor and anyway he didn’t 
shave the whole time he was here because 
he had a big beard. 

He was vomiting because of food or 
medication. When he came to this centre 
he was fit. It took him three weeks to get 
like this while he was here, and he died. I 
saw his face it was all red and he couldn’t 
breath. Everyone is denying everything in 
here. 6:30 in the afternoon exactly till 4 
o’clock in the morning till he died. 

6 o’clock the police come here in the 
morning. They open our door at 8 o’clock 
in the morning. In the morning they don’t 
want me to talk to the police and they take 
me out of the centre to outside and when 
they let me back at 12 noon they lock me 
in my room immediately so I can’t talk to 
the police. The doctor and the nurse was 
not allowed to come in to the centre. The 
police were taking photos of his room. 
They came at 6 in the morning and left at 2 
in the afternoon. Thats when they opened 
the doors again and I saw them leave. 

The officers watching him, they changed 
every one hour. They moved between 
watching him and behind the desk. 

The officer, she said to someone in 
another room ‘I’m not going to give you 
anything. Im going to give you 
punishment.’ He is going to die soon, he 
will try kill himself, he gets a lot of 
punishment from her. I don’t hear his 
voice in the day, he is very quiet usually, 
only when she is here he screams and 
shouts all the time. She wants to give him 
hassle and he has cut himself too many 
times, all over his face. You wouldn’t 
recognise him from the person that came 
in. He is unwell and she makes him more 
unwell. Always screaming and shouting - 
he smashed the door on his hands and 
legs. She makes him crazy, more crazy. 
Officers get paid to look after us. They 
lock us behind the door like the devil and 
treat us so bad. I’ve never seen this in my 
life. Me, I never ask her for anything 
because I know the result.

Two fires: the first at 18.30 in via Monaco 
in Spini, the second at 19.00 atTavernaro. 
Two deliberately started fires that struck 
mobile telephone repeaters. No writings or 
claims have been found, but the men of 
the Digos [political police] have also 
intervened given that it is suspected that 
the act was carried out by anarchists. 

The first fire, at 18.30 yesterday, involved 
a power unit in Gardolo. The intervention 
of fire fighters and volunteers succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames within a short 
time. But half an hour after the first alarm, 
another arrived. This time it was the Wind 
pylon at Tavernaro, in the ‘Moia’ area. 

The volunteer fire department of Cognola 
and the permanent fire brigade of Trento 
went to the scene. However the efforts of 
the fire fighters could not save the 
antenna, which was completely destroyed 
by the flames. 

Following these attacks Forza Italia has 
requested the intervention of the Minister 
of the Interior against the anarchists in 
Trentino, that the newspapers are 
attributing the fire of the two-repeaters to.

I asked the officer how Mr ****** died 
and he said he killed himself. I asked how 
he killed himself when he is watched the 
whole time? He said he kept his pills and 
took them all at once. That’s not possible. 
We are given our pills by the nurse with a 
glass of water and they wait till we have 
swallowed them all. These nurses are 
really experienced, they know when you 
have pills still in your mouth. I have five 
pills and I was swallowing them with the 
water and one didn’t go down. The nurse, 
they waited there till the last one went 
down. It is like they are in your mouth - 
they know what is going on in there. Mr 
****** couldn’t have kept all the pills. It 
was the pills that was making him sleep so 
much and snore like that. I am very sorry 
what happened to Mr ******. He was a 
very gentle man, really.
